Abfurdity, as to hope to perfuade the People, that their 
Governors corrupted ore another, to the Difcharge of 
their Duty, and that there was nothing but Corruption, 
where there was no Oppreflion: Then they were for 
making the Army Independent, to prevent its being 
formidable ; for they never confider’d what was the 
Confequence of any Proje&t or Innovation, fo it did 
but diminith and abridge his Maje/ty's Power. This is 
the Point to which all their Schemes tend, and where 
all their Endeavours land: At length they hefitated not 
to propofe to diveft bis Majefy, not only of the Dif- 
pofition of Military Offices, but of Civil Offices like- 
wife ; and at the fame time they have been fo careful, 
left the People fhould miftake their intended Reforma- 
tion, that every now and then they have dropped a 
‘Tear over the Fortunes of James the Second, and with 
fignificant Lamentation, inttruéted them how fatal his 
Abdication has prov’d to Britain: Nay, they have 
not fcrupled to afiert, the Confiitency of Popery with 
Liberty. 

SucH Proceedings juftly alarm'd the true Friends of 
Liberty, and the Proteftant Succeffion, they jullified their 
Sufpicions, and made it evident as the Sun, what 
Reformation is defign'd by our pretended Patriots ; and 
there is every Day more’ and more Reafon to be upon 
our Guard.

Their next Initruction, in the 
Words of our Author, is, * * That it would be better 
for the People to have an abfolute Monarchy, founded 
upon the Principles of pafive Obedience and Non- 
Refiftance, and fupported by iuperititious Prietts, 
ridiculous as they are.’ 
Anp agreeably herete we are told, that fuch Cir- 
cumftances as this Nation are faid to be in by the Fac- 
tion, * will, of Courfe, make the Generality of thofe 
« who do not reap the immediate Fruits of Corruption, 
‘ +turn their Eyes towards the Rivals of our present 
© happy Eftablifhment.’ 

Is not this plainly confeffing where the Eyes of thefe 
Men are fixed, and upon whom they want to turn the 
Eyes of the People? Is it not labouring the Point as 
openly as they dare? And can fuch Doétrines admit 
of any other Conitruction ? Would any Circumilances 
make Englifobmen and Proteftants feek Redreis in a 
Popifh Tyranny, in the lowett Abyfs of political Dam- 
nation * No; human Nature cannot fall into any 
State fo miferable, as to give a Preference to Papittical 
Slavery. A Protefiant anda Briton would as foon apply 
to Hellas to Rome, to obtain either Political or Spiritual 
Salvation. 

Bur our Author recommends Popifh Slavery, as a 
Prefervative of Religion and Morality. Good God! 
a horrible Superftition, that extinguifhes every Spark of 
Humanity, and every Idea of natural juilice, recom- 
mended asa Prefervative of Religion and Morality! Is 
this Patriotifm ? Are thefe the Patrons of Liberty? 
O! my Soul, come thou not into their Secret, unto 
their Affemblies, mine Honour, be thou never united | 

I may, perhaps, at more Leifure, in a corre¢ter and 
ampler Manner, expofe the monttrous Abfurdity and 
hellith Wickednefs of this Doétrine, that the People of 
Brzland, er any People, can ever be reduced to fuch 
Circumftances, as fhall make Popih Slavery a lefier 
Evil, and confequently in fuch Circumftances eligibles 
in which I fhall endeavour to do Juftice to that unequal- 
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led, abfolute, eternal Slavery of both Soul and Body 
of Aétions, Words and Thoughts. Corruption is only 


mp ome Wickednefs ; and a corrupt Generation may 
fucceeded by one incorrupt, or may themfelves re- 
form and become incorrupt : But Popith ‘T'yranny en- 
flaves the Will, commands the Minds, and entailsitfelf 
upon all Pofterity, without their Confent. 

I fhall conclude this Paper with remarking, that 
confiftently with this Recommendation of Pepi Sia- 
wery, the Author vilifies all Profeffions among us, except 
Papilts. Churchmen and Difenters are equally the 


Subjects of his Defamation, and Papifs only of his | 


Applaule. 
ANp that we may never miftake his Charaéter, when 


he fpeaks of fuch Jacobites as have come over to the 


Govengment, he inveighs againft them, and reproaches 
them as Men { who bave betrayed and deferted their 
Principles of Loyalty. 

Can any Man then doubt with what View thefe 
Clamourers are Jabouring, at one and the fame time, to 
weaken the Hands of his Majeity, and turn the Eyes 
of his Subjects to the Rivals of his Government? Can 
any Man doubt with what View they recommend 
Contefis between the /everal Branches of the Legi/lature, 
as the Life and Spirit of our Conftitution ? Monftrous 
Doétrine! The Life and Spirit of our Conttitution, 
the Perfection and Happinefs of it, that without which 
it cannot long fubfift, is Harmony and Union amon 
the feveral Branches of the Legiflature upon the Prin- 
ciples of Liberty. 

Tis Unanimity, this Harmony, has always fub- 
fifled between his Majefty and his Parliament; to the 
Glory and Happinefs of Britain, and Mortification of 
her Enemies. This isthe Life and Spirit of the Nas 
tion, as well as the Conftitution ; and it will be the 
Prayer of every honeft Engli/oman, that this Agreement 
may never have an End, but that Britain may always 
fee an — and Harmony between a Reprefentative 
true to their Country, and a King, like bis Maj 
fuccefsfully labouring to  Peligre Fs People moe 
Plenty, and Liberty.
